L ast November, after over 3 1/2 
years of community planning, the 
bureaucratic process and forced 
delays, Manna, Inc., DC's leading devel¬ 
oper of affordable homeownership hous¬ 
ing, began partial demolition of the 
Syphax School; the parts of the school 
being demolished includethe 1953 wing 
and part of the 1941 addition. Demoli¬ 
tion is projected for substantial comple¬ 
tion by the end of January. Shortly there¬ 
after, land development will begin with 
the installation of utilities and interior 
roads and parking areas. Then, in the 
spring construction will begin on the 
first phase of eight townhouses facing N

the school site and led a community 
planning process for two years before 
Manna became involved. From the 
beginning the overwhelming majority of 


community leaders and organizations, 
elected leaders, and city government 
officials have supported the adaptive 
reuse of the school and its grounds for 
affordable homeownership housing. 

The townhouses will be two-story 
plans and will feature three bedrooms 
and 1 1/2 baths, with optional second 
floor plans for 3 bedrooms with 2 1/2 
baths or twin master bedrooms with 2 
1/2 baths. The first group of townhous¬ 
es is priced from $117,000 to $124,400. 
The townhouses are being built as 
affordable housing for those families 
meeting various income guidelines. 

When completed, Syphax Village 
will contain 29 new townhouse condo¬ 
miniums and 12 loft-style condomini¬ 
ums in the historic school building. Off- 
street parking will be provided for all 
homes.

U paate on G reenleaf Rec C enter 


By Rick Bardach 

S tatus Report on DC Recreation's 
plans to build a new Recreation 
Center at King-Greenleaf. On 
December 18, 2001, a meeting was held 
to present to some community members 
the first draft of the architectural proposal 
to build a new Recreation Center on the 
grounds of the King-G reenleaf Recreation 
property located on First Street Southwest 
between M St., Canal & Delaware 
Avenues. The meeting was led by Jair 
Lynch, of the Lynch-Alpha Joint Venture 
Group (thedevelopers) and Sandra FI ill of 
DC Recreation Dept. The architectural 
team from Devrouax & Purnell, lead by 
Marc Doswell made the presentation. 
(Note: Project Director Keith M adigan was 
also present.) 

The first draft shows a building that 
perhaps can be described as a rectangular 
multipurpose room (large enough to have 
a regulation basketball court with bleach¬ 
ers) surrounded partially by a half-moon 
shaped area that would house several class¬ 
room sized rooms and various support 
areas, like bathroom/shower facilities, an 


office reception area, a storage area & util¬ 
ities infrastructure. The total authorized 
for this project is $4.4 million dollars. 

Jair Lynch explained the process as fol¬ 
lows: We are now in the schematic design 
phase, which will be followed by the 
detailed design development phase. Fie 
believes it is realistic to predict construc¬ 
tion will begin in early summer of 2002 
and dedication and opening of thefacility 
in the Spring of 2003. 

It is my judgment that all of those 
community members present at the meet¬ 
ing were very pleased with the initial pro¬ 
posal. Of course there were many com¬ 
ments and suggestions which were eagerly 
received by the development team. T hey 
stated that they plan to return for the next 
community meeting in February. We the 
community advocates will need to work to 
get a large turnout at this meeting to 
assure the overall community's needs and 
wants are fully considered and hopefully 
met to the maximum degree possible. For 
additional information, you can call called 
M r.

ARENA BLUES

J l ust try to keep your feet from tapping 
I along with the music during any song 
| belted out during Arena's current pro- 
uction, "Blues in the N ight." It can't be 
done. Nor can you help being captivated, 
enthralled and swept away by the three 
extremely talented women singing their 
broken hearts out. Emotionally wrenching 
blues numbers, a great combo, three 
women with voices that transform lyrics 
from words to emotional experiences that 
cross all racial, gender and age barriers. M s. 
Mitchell's singing two double-entendre 
blues songs, "Kitchen M an" and "Take M e 
For a Buggy Ride", are well worth that 
proverbial price of admission. What more 
could you ask for? 

Well, you might ask for some plot, story 
line, and character development; some¬ 
thing to hang the songs together with some 
sort of dramatic movement. The theater 
program gives titles to the three women: 
Woman of the World, Girl with a Date and 
Lady from the Road. But there is no indi¬ 
cation in the actual presentation on stage 
that these titles have any relevance whatso¬ 
ever to the songs. W hat we have here is a

revue, a cabaret act—and nothing more. 
This is a program of songs that could just 
as easily be presented in a small nightclub, 
cabaret or dinner theater. It's more enter¬ 
taining and better presented than most 
such revues, but it is nonetheless only a 
music program. 

I have failed to mention the one male 
performer—mainly because he's forget¬ 
table. H e is given a few songs and a couple 
of dances; and he serves as a foil for the 
women from time to time. But his pres¬ 
ence is pointless. 

It seems that Arena Stage could make a 
more significant contribution than this to 
African American theater in Washington. 
T here are any number of gifted and talent¬ 
ed black actors in the Washington area who 
perform regularly on local stages. Arena 
could give encouragement and promotion 
to these actors; and the theater's resources 
would be put to better use than they are 
when package revues are simply brought in 
and staged. 

So if you want an evening of good 
music, blues that soar and grab you by the 
heart, lovely women who give their all for 
your entertainment, then "Blues in the 
N ight" is the show to see and hear.
